City, County Victim Of Wintry Blast—More To Come 
Beginning at dusk Wednesday 
# v e n i n g 
and 
continuing 
throughout the night, freezing 
rain, mixing at intervals with 
sleet and snow, the weatherman 
left the city and county a 
virtual mess early today. 
Streets, 
sidewalks, 
county 
roads, and state highways were 
covered with approximately an 
inch of ice as the temperature 
hobbled up and down between 
201 and 30 degrees throughout 
the night. Motorists found their 
garage doors welded shut, and 
those who left their cars to the 
mercy of the wintry elements 
s p e n t 
considerable 
time 
s c r a p i n g windshields and 
opening frozen doors before 


driving cautiously to wherever 
they had to go. 
Highway 44 between Con­ 
ners ville and Bush ville was 
impassable for 
some' time 
during the night, with the hill 
sections causing most of the 
trouble. 
In Rush and all surrounding 
c o u n t i e s there were in­ 
numerable instances of single 
car mishaps, 
consisting of 
vehicles sliding off the roads 
and needing help to get going 
again. 
The Rush County Sheriffs 
D e p a r t m e n t 
worked 
throughout the night responding 
to calk where cars had slid off 


thfe highways into the ditches, 
with some cars having to be 
abandoned. 
Fayette County reports there 
had been no accidents reported 
by city, state, or county 
authorities, but all roads wrere 
considered extremely hazar­ 
dous. 
In Decatur County, all roads 
were ‘‘extremely slick and 
hazardous,” and one accident 
had been reported in the 
city of Greensburg. 
The Shelby ville News reported 
more of the same in regard to 
Shelby County road conditions, 
with one “reportable” county 
accident. 


A “reportable” accident is 
one in which there is over $100 
in 
property 
damages 
and 
paperwork is made out by some 
law enforcement officer. 
There were no reports of 
power failure, which sometimes 
comes with such wintry blasts. 
Rushville Consolidated School 
and Greensburg were the only 
schools holding classes in this 
area, with closing reported at 
Connersville, 
Henry 
County 
South, Knights town, all schools 
in Fayette and Shelby Counties, 
i n c l u d i n g Morristown and 
Waldron. Although Greensburg 
City Schools were open, all oth­ 


er schools in Decatur County 
were closed, 
A consultation on county road 
conditions 
between 
Superin­ 
tendent Eugene Huddleston and 
Wendell Hester, county highway 
superintendent, resulted in the 
decision to run the buses here 
today. 
Stale highway trucks were 
busy in the night and today 
hauling salt and sand, but the 
thickness of the ice and low 
temperature c a u s e d some 
difficulty in getting a “melt” 
started. 
County trucks were on the job 
sanding known slick areas, but 


there was little which could be 
done in regard to use of snow 
plows. 
City street crews dumped 
sand and salt at various in­ 
tersections this morning to 
m a k e 
these 
places 
less 
hazardous. Ft. Wayne road hill 
north of the railroad was a 
glare of ice near noon, but there 
was no report of trouble, due 
to most traffic avoiding this and 
other known slick areas. 
I n 
the 
residential 
and 
downtown areas of the city, 
sidewalk locomotion was at the 
walker’s risk, with everybody 


exercising greatest of caution. 
Some business places cleared 
the sidewalks Wednesday, only 
to find them, in, worse condition, 
today. 
The police department at no«n

A weather forecast indicates 
this area can expect more of 
similar weather for the next 24 
to 48 hours, and law en­ 
forcement people advise vehicle 
travel only when aboslutely 
necessary.

governor “is very interested” in 
the project because of the obvi­ 
ous need for such a road in the 
newly - developing Brookville 
Reservoir area and the cutback 
in federal funds for freeway 
construction. 
“Indiana’s share of federal 
highway funds has pretty well 
been whacked back,” Rizzo ex­ 
plained. “No money is available 
but under the mini-toll road 
law, the governor has the power 
to order 'the State Highway De­ 
partment to do a feasibility 
study. The Indiana Toll Road 
Commission is not extended the 
authority now to conduct feasi­ 
bility studies for any future 
projects.” 
Rizzo and Boehning in. separ­ 
ate interviews here today out­ 
lined two main problems that 
require correction of existing 
law in order to speed the pro­ 
jected 40-mile road linking In­ 
terstate 70 near Richmond with 
Interstate 74 near Brook vile. 
The reservoir is expected to be 
filled by May and the existing 
roads cannot serve the esti­ 
mated 1.2 million people that 
will come to the huge reservoir 
and recreational area. 
Boehning said talks with fed­ 
eral highway officials; with 
Don Newman, Indiana’s Wash­ 
ington liaison official, and with 
Rep. John Myers, R-Ind., and 
others indicates congressional 
action is needed to give a toll 
road access to the two inter­ 
states. He said that if this point 
could not be cleared up, then it 
would not be advisable to go 
ahead with a feasibility study. 
Rizzo said a House bill recom­ 
mended for passage by the 
House Roads and Transporta­ 
tion Committee Wednesday is 
needed to clarify the authority 
the Toll Road Commission al­ 
ready has under the mini-toll 
road law. 
Although the law was passed 
some time ago, no project has 
yet been advanced to the place 
where the toll road commission 
—formed originally to construct 
the Northern Indiana Toll Road 
—could start constructing a 
short pay-as-you-go route. 
Rizzo said the 40-mile Brook­ 
ville Reservoir road is the most 
likely project so far. “The gov­ 
ernor is very supportive of the 
road,” Rizzo said. “He feels a 
lot of Hoosiers have not yet 
realized the potential of the 
Brookville Reservoir as a water 
resource and recreational area. 
He is concerned about the de- 
\t lop me fit of the area... There 
are no good highways to get 
into the area. But once the res­ 
ervoir is filled up and people 
realize what’s there, there will 
be a press to get there.”

His 
son, Frank McKinney Jr., a for­ 
mer swimming star at Indiana 
University, took over his leader­ 
ship of the American Fletcher 
National Bank & Trust Co., In- 
dia'na’s largest bank. 
McKinney also was a former 
part owner with Bing Crosby 
and o'thers of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates of the National League. 
He was a native of Indianapolis, 
son of an Irishman who served 
for 50 years as an Indianapolis 
fireman. 
Educated at LaSalle Institute 
of .*\ccounting, McKinney start­ 
ed working as a bank clerk and 
stayed in banking careers all 
his life. 
During his early years as a 
banker, he struck up an ac­ 
quaintance 'With Owe:n J. Bush, 
buying with Bush two minor 
league Midwest baseball clubs. 
He later, in 1946, became presi­ 
dent and co-owner of the Pi­ 
rates. 
.McKinney was a U.S. Army 
Colonel from 1942 to 1945, chair- 
man of the Finance Division of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee in 1'939, and treasurer 'Of 
the Indiana Democratic State 
Committee in the late 1940s.

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Rush County depended on their sugar 
maple trees to furnish sugar and syrup. 
Several decades ago sugar camps were 
set up on farms throughout the county. 
In the spring of 1804, the farm of John 
T. McMillin was the scene of one of the 
camps. He had a fine large grove of su­ 
gar maples. The equipment needed for 
his camp was a furnace built on the hill­ 
side made of brick and stones, upon 
which were placed the iron kettles in 
which the sugar water was boiled down. 
In some camps, there was no furnace, 
but the kettle was strung on a large pole 
supported at each end with a fork cut 
from some convenient tree. The same 
equipment was used for boiling water 
for the hog killings which were held an­ 
nually on Rush County farms. 
In the case of the sugar camp, the ket­ 
tles were filled with the sugar water, and, 
as it boiled down the syrup was trans­ 
ferred to another kettle. If it was of 
proper consistency it was bottled for ma­ 
ple molasses. If it was to be made into 
sugar cakes, the syrup was usually fin­ 
ished out on the cook stove in the house. 
The maple molasses was dark colored, 
but rich and pure, with a natural maple 
flavor. 
The maple cakes were often sold at 
grocery stores. These cakes could be re- 
boiled to make the syrup, or used to re­ 
place the cane sugar which we use today. 
East of the McMillin sugar grove stood 
a double log house with a hallway be­ 
tween the houses (a favorite building 
plan of Rush County pioners). The late 
Joseph Sullivan lived there. He was an 
employe on the farm and had charge of 
the “camp.” Nothing liquid burns eas­ 
ier than a sweetened compound such as 
maple syrup, and many a “batch” was 
charred by overheating in sugar camps. 
Mr. Sullivan was expert in watching this 
boiling to be sure the temperature was 
kept constant. 
The sugar water was not caught in 
buckets on this farm but in wooden 
troughs hewed from soft timber, such as 
poplar or linden. 
These troughs were made by burning 
or searing the cavity in the center of the 
log by burning with light trash, leaves, 
or straw. The troughs were housed be­ 
tween seasons in the sugar shed, and 
when needed, were loaded on sleds or 
mudboats and placed one by one at each 
of the tapped sugar trees. 
The “spiles” were made from alder 
bushes and inserted in a hole bored in 
the tree. If the tree were tapped in the 
early spring, the hole would be on the 
south side, but if later in the season, the 
hole would be made on the north side. 
The making of maple syrup was time- 
consuming, but was usually accompan­ 
ied by much fun. Boys and girls would 
meet at the sugar camps at night and 
there would be song, laughter, and mer­ 
rim ent . . . sometimes there would be 
taffy pulls or impromptu barbeques or 
picnics. 
One of the largest camps was on the 
farm of the late F. M. Hamilton, near 
Sexton. He had more than 2,000 maple 
trees. 
Most of the sugar maples are now gone. 
The maple trees rotted or were blown 
over, and few were replanted. Today, to 
my knowledge, there are no sugar camps 
in Rush County.

The resulting re­ 
lationship is attested by the witness of 
the Holy Spirit and is maintained by 
obedience and faith. Entire sanctifica­ 
tion enables the believer to love God with 
all the heart, soul, strength, and mind, 
and his neighbor as himself, and pre­ 
pares him for greater growth in grace.”

The truth is, she said, there 
is much accent on youth. Of the 
DAR’s nearly 200,000 members 
in 3,000 chapters, one third are 
between the ages of 18 and 35. 


The Public Image 
Mrs. Spicer, a tiny, blue-eyed 
woman on the go more than 
she’s in her office in Washing­ 
ton, B.C., was in New York 
recently for the state confer­ 
ence of the society. 
We talked of what the DAR is 
all about, no matter what the 
public image. 
“We’ve pioneered in. a lot of 
areas," 
said 
Mrs. 
Spicer. 
“We’ve always been active in 
conservation. We were provid­ 
ing educational assistance for 
underprivileged 
children 
in 
Appalachia, more than 50 years 
ago and still are." 
DAR in 
1958 withdrew its

Blankets

arc newly 
purchased will generally have 
care instructions on the label 
or packaging material.

Older blankets .generally can 
be wet cleaned. The soak 
method of washing blankets is 
best for the blanket and gives 
good cleaning action. 
For best results when washing

washer, set 
the dials for the 
slowest cycle, warm or cool 
water, and shortest washing 
time. Use just enough mild soap 
or detergent to give a low' suds 
level. Too much suds will in­ 
terfere with the cleaning action 
and will be hard to rinse out.

If you cannot 
reduce the length of the wash 
period, let the machine run until 
only two minutes are left in 
the wash cycle before putting 
the blankets in to soak. 
If the binding is very soiled, 
pretreat it with a solution of 
water and the detergent you use 
for washing the blanket. Brush 
the solution into the binding 
before putting the blanket into 
the washer. 
To 
dry blankets 
automatically, p r e h e a t the 
dryer with several bath towels 
in it. Then sandwich the heated 
towels into the folds of the wet 
blanket. Set the dryer at low 
heat, put the blanket in, and 
tumble until the binding no 
longer feels damp. Remove the 
blanket from the dryer, stretch 
it gently by hand, and han," on 
a lane or rack to finish drying. 
When it is dry, shake the 
blanket vigorously or bi u-h 
gently to restore the nap 
To line-dry, hang the blanket 
crosswise over two parallel lines 
two to three feet apart. Avoid 
hanging a blanket in a high 
wind or in direct sunlight When 
the blanket is dry, brush it 
gently on both sides to renew 
fluffiness.

“Nutritionists, estimate that a 
65-year-old needs three-fourths 
of the calories per day that he 
did at the age 35. If he doesn’t 
decrease his caloric intake, he 
will probably gain weight.” 
However, Dr. Greger warns, 
the is does not necessarily mean 
that you should cut back on 
cvertthing you eat as you age. 
If you do so, you may cut out 
necessary foods. 
“Sixty five year olds need as 
much protein, vitamins, and 
minerals as they did when they 
were younger,” she says, “The 
trick,” she adds, “is to eat a 
well-balanced diet and eliminate 
foods that provide calories but 
not essential nutrients.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Re­ 
cently published government re­ 
ports estimating that American 
farmers could increase output 
of some major crops by up to 
50 per cent in little more than 
a decade, tell only part of the 
story of the country’s foocfc 
growing potential, economists 
say. 
The new projections of possi­ 
ble farm output by 1985, pub­ 
lished last month by the Agri­ 
culture 
Department, 
were 
based, according to department 
experts, largely on stepped-up 
use of techniques which have 
been used in the past. These in­ 
clude more use of hybrid seed, 
fertilizers and irrigation, chem­ 
ical weed controls, and im­ 
proved farm management. 
W ithin this framew'ork, ex­ 
perts predicted last month that 
given ‘favorable” farm prices 
and adequate production sup­ 
plies, U.S. agriculture c o u l d 
boost output of livestock feed 
grains 50 per cent by 1985 with 
an accompanying 44 per cent 
jump in beef cow numbers, a 
30 per cent increase in cotton 
and a 33 per cent gain in soy­ 
beans Rice production could, 
double and peanut production 
could soar 400 per cent, the 
forecasters said. 
Specialists in the Agriculture 
Department’s 
Economic 
Re­ 
search Service add, however, 
that these projections fall “well 
short” of what farmers could 
produce if the public is willing 
to invest in more tax-supported 
and development and research, 
and if some new technology 
emerges. 
“The projections . . . did not 
consider new production 'possi­ 
bilities that are now in some 
stage of research and develop­ 
ment,” an ERS report notes. 
For example, the report says, 
new hybrids are being devel­ 
oped for wheat, barley and soy­ 
beans that could be ready for 
commercial use within 10 years 
if a concerted push is made, 
if a concerted push is made. 
Wheat hybrids offering yield in­ 
creases of 15 to 25 per cent are 
already available in limited 
quantities but may not make a 
major impact on production for 
five to seven years.

Conserve Energy By Using Less Water 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Looking for a way to conserve 
energy? Then take a hard look 
at the water you use, says 
S a n d r a Shank, Extension 
housing specialist at Purdue 
University. 
“The average person uses 80 
gallons of water each day,” 
Mrs. Shank notes. “That’s a lot 
of water—and a lot of energy 
being used to pump it to our 
ho-mes, heat, it, and dispose of 
it. Any water you save saves 
energy.” 
Mrs. Shank points out that 
much of1 the water you use is 
used in the bathroom. And 42 
per cent of that is hot water. 
“Hot water requires 
more 
energy than eold water because 
it takes energy to heat it,” she 
explains. 
In fact, the hot water heater 
uses more energy than any 
other large appliance in your 
home. It uses about 4.219 
kilowatt hours annually com­ 
pared to 1,175 kilowatt hours for 
a range with oven 


To help you. save both hot 
and cold water in the bathroom 
Mr s . 
Shank offers 
these 
suggestions: 
Take a shower instead of a 
bath—unless you are one who 
lets the shower run needlessly 
long. 
Fix leaky faucets, especially 
hot water faucets. To sec how 
much water a leaky faucet 
wastes, put a gallon container 
under the faucet and see how 
fast it fills up. 
F l u s h 
the 
toilet when 
necessary, but avoid needless 
flushing. More than 40 per cent 
of the water you use is flushed 
down the toilet. 
Fix a toilet immediately if it 
starts to run. 
Of course, you can save water 
in other areas of your home, 
too, Mrs. Shank continues. For 
example, you can save hot 


water as you. run your wash ms 
machine by washing only ful 
loads or setting the water leve 
to avoid waste. And you tat 
rinse your clothes, in. cold water 
“However,” Mrs. Sank says 
“you need to wash in hot water 
Hot water helps destroy bac 
teria if you wash with a non 
phosphate detergent.” 
You can also save hot watei 
by running only full loads ir 
your dishwasher, the special is* 
adds. And if your dishwashe 
has a rinse and hold cycle, use 
cold water during that cycle 
instead of hot water. 
“Hot water pipes can be In 
sulated to keep the warmth ir 
the water,” Mrs. Shank adds 
“And the hot water heater 
should be located as close as 
possible to places hot water i 
used. This way heat isn't lost 
in long hot water pipelines.”

lifetime because for the most 
part they were reserved for the 
rich and, royal. 
Gold has 
always 
been 
the 
most valued of metals. It is only 
in 
recent 
years 
that 
most 
nations have gone off the gold 
standard. At one time,, gold was 
the only accepted currency. The 
gift of gold assured the little 
family the necessities of life 
which they would need for their 
flight into Egypt to save their 
infant child. 
Frankincense was a fragrant 
perfume which was used ex­ 
clusively by royalty. Only the 
royal ones, or the very wealthy 
used It. Myrhh was an em ­ 
balming 
spice. 
Arterial 
em ­ 
balming was not used by the 
ancient Jews. Rather the body 
was a anointed with spices and 
ointments. 
Myrhh 
apparently 
was a spice used by royalty. 
The gifts had significance for 
the child who would grow up 
to toe a king and who would 
die at a young age. For the 
most part, however, the gifts 
were those fit for a king, and 
they were brought by strangers 
.from fir off. 
We don’t know much about 
these 
wise 
men. 
Myth 
and 
legend has grown up around 
them. We call them kings. Were 
they? Scripture does not say. 
We think in terms of three 
of them. How many? Again the 
Bible is silent. It only says they 
were wise men from the East. 
They followed a star to' find 
the 
one 
whom 
they 
could 
worship. 
The real significance of these 
wise 
men 
worshiping 
the 
Christ child is far more im ­ 
portant then who they really 
were or how many arrived on 
the scene in Bethlehem.

the heavens. The most recent, 
from 
Jupiter, came from five 
hundred million miles in space.

On the other hand, the 
bill just passed in Congress, to 
restructure the railways in 17

trunkline freight system in the 
main. Passenger service will be 
restricted 
to

corridor 
lines with high density business, 
travel. Even commuter service

The goal is to shift, virtually 
all short haul, traffic in Europe 
from 
the

The plan for this has been 
drawn up by the International 
Union of Railways representing 
50 
government 
and 
privately 
owned 
carriers. 
The 
plan 
is 
being publicized by the union in 
the United States because of 
the 
importance

tourist dollars. 
The goal is to make train 


travel 
more 
economical 
and 
faster than travel by car in 
most of Europe and to make it 
faster than airline travel for 
round trips of 30 miles or less. 
The gain in time, as compared 
with the planes, comes from 
elimination of taxi or bus trips 
to and from airports. 
The European plan requires 
t r e m e n d o u s 
rebuilding. 
Roadbeds on major trunklines 
must be built up to a standard 
allowing trains to move safely 
at 120 miles an hour and to 
average 90 miles an hour.

The railway union claims its 
plan will move passengers by a 
train at an average speed of 81 
miles an hour, including neces­ 
sary stops, whereas the most a 
motorist can hope to average 
on.

Baker’s Charge That Bread Price 


Will Reach $1A Loaf Is Denied

Faced with a gradual climb 
in 
the 
supermarket 
cost 
of 
bread and industry predictions 
of 
more 
possible 
increases, 
some 
homemakers 
are 
redis­ 
covering 
an 
almost forgotten 
art — baking bread at home. 
But due to the growing cost 
of flour, even that alternative is 
rapidly 
becoming 
uneconomi­ 
cal. 
Barbara 
Williams, 
a 
Fails 
Church. 
Va., 
housewife, 
said 
that since the end of 1972 the 
price per pound of flour has 
jumped from 12 cents to 32 or 
34 cents, 
“ Making bread at home will 
soon be a luxury no one can 
afford,” Mrs. Williams said. “ I 
think we housewives deserve a 
better deal than the Russians 
got.” U.S. wheat reserves were 
depleted 18 months ago when 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
purchased 
huge 
supplies 
of 
American 
wheat to supplement its meager 
crop. 
Bill O. Mead, chairman of the 
American 
Bakers 
Association, 
is another critic of the Russian 
wheat deal. 
Reserves Dangerously Low 
He told a news conference in 
Washington 
Wednesday 
that 
because of large 
U.S. 
wheat 
exports, the nation’s reserves 
are dangerously low. 
Mead 
predicted 
that 
a 
24- 
ounce 
loaf 
of 
bread 
on 
the 
shelves of grocery stores may 
cost SI by late spring unless the 
administration moves to place 
temporary 
curbs 
on 
wheat 
exports. 
In 
the 
absence 
of 
such 
restrictions, 
Mead 
said, 
“a 
bread 
shortage seems likely” 


and costs will skyrocket. 
Later, Carroll G. Brunthaver, 
assistant agriculture secretary,

saying: “ I don’t think the price 
of wheat v\ ill increase substan- j 
tially

levels) and the price of bread 
should not increase substantial­

the need for export controls.” 
Nevertheless, 
consumers 
across the nation are finding 
their weekly grocery' bills going 
up. partly because of climbing j 
bread prices. 
“ 1 think it’s ridiculous,” said 
Dallas housewife Evelyn Brown 
of the rising prices. “ But I kind 
oí expect it, because of the 
wheat we gave away to Russia. 
We’ll just cat less bread. We 
usually make a lot of our own 
anyway.”
